Montgomery, Ala., May 19.—The para- 
mount issue before the Alabama constitu- 
tional convention, which will meet here on 
Tuesday, is the elimination of the negro 
vote. Other matters to be considered are: 

Smaller counties for the State; reform in 
the judicial system; the elimination of local 
legislation from the work of the General 
Assembly, and sehool taxation. 

The plans of General William C. Oates, one 
of the delegates, for the modification of the 
suffrage clause have been discussed widely. 
They are outlined by him as follows: 

‘“*‘Il am in favor of honest elections, which 
cannot be had in Alabama except by a re- 
vision and purification of the elective fran- 
chise, by extirpating therefrom dense igno- 
rance and corruption. , 

“The suffrage clause should not, in terms, 
exclude any one from the elective franchise 
on account of race, nor require an education- 
al or property qualification, but intelligence 
and good character should be made the test. 
And, in order that no injustice be done, an 
appeal should be given from such decision 
to the courts. 

“The disfranchisement of the whole negro 
race would be unwise and unjust. The ne- 
groes constitute a large majority of our 
State population—over 800,000. Among them 
are many honest, industrious, and good citi- 
zens, capable of understanding the issues 
of a campaign. Such men are patriotic. 
When volunteers are wanted to fight out 
battles they furnish their quota. But the 
great mass of the negroes are 
and ignorant, and the ballot is a weapon 
which they know not how to use,

CABORERS WORKING AS CLERKS 


Civil Service Reform League Declares 
- Merit Law Is Evaded in Many 
Federal Bureaus. 


New York, May 19. —{Special.J~The Na- 


tional Civil Service Reform league has made 
public the third report of its Investigating | 
committee, this document being devoted to 
the employment of “ laborers’’ to perform 
the duties of classified” clerks, In the de- 
partments at Washington alone the com- 
mittee finds an-increase of 301 in the em-- 
ployés classified as “laborers” over the 
number listed three years before. Many of 
these, itis held, are doing work supposed to 
belong to clerks admitted after competitive 
examinations. 

“ Laborers’ can be appotrited without the 
tests required of employés in the classified 
grades, and the committee holds that pep- 
sonal selection can be used to give positions 
if this practice is not stopped. 

Other instances, in postoffices and federal 
bureaus: throughout the country, are quoted

Ida Husted Harper teplies in the Ifde- 
pendent to a recent article by Mr. Finck in

The charge that men’s wages hate: been 
lowered by the entrance of women into in- 
dustrial pursuits cannot be proved by sta- 
tistics, for these show that men's wages are 
higher than ever before.

4,000,000 women now engaged in  bread- 
winning employment were withdrawn and 
set down in the home, the results would be 
‘disastrous. It wquid mean’ not only idle-. 
néss and privation for the women, but also 
additional labor, and sacrifice for the men, 
who would have to support them. Statistics 
also refute the statement that the ranks of 
vice are recruited from the women who go 
outside the home to labor.. It has been 
shown repeatedly that by far the largest 
percentage of fallen women is furnished 
from the ranks of domestic servants. 

It is rather late in the day to contend that 
tlie gainful occupations should be monopo- 
lized by men and that women should be re- 
stricted to the household. Probably women 
would be more willing to do household work 
if all men were willing to pay their daugh- 
ters, sisters, and wives definite and ade- 
quate wages for the work done in the homes. 
Financial independence is as sweet to a 
woman as toa mau.

SPECULATION AND CONSCIENCE. 


_ A Philadelphia woman, bolding 200 shares 
of Northern. Pacific stock as an investment, |. 


was suddenly advised by a broker during the 
recent panic to sell. She assented, and he 
remitted a profit of $100,000. Having re- 
flected, however, that she had done nothing 
to merit this sam, and that it represented 
a speculative loss of some other person or 
persons, she returmed the check to her 
broker at the bidding of conscience as some- 
thing not rightfully hers. Was the act one 
of belated sentimentality or of his pea 
perception? 

Of the actual relation of the “ exchange ” 
to social progress, discriminating speech is. 
as difficult as confident assertion, whether 
by homilist or partisan, is common, Indeed, 
the lack of real understanding concerning ' 


the “financial centers "—whose forces are ; 


so complex, subtle, and widely ramifying— 
is an impressive illustration of the fact thet 
the great processes of life seem. to be, sub- 
conscious. There are three profound facts, 
however, concerning the “exchange” be- 
fore which even the common conscience 
must wince. 

The first is that, while it is a mart, ite 
chief interest is that of a speculative arena 
—a place where.gaming on a tremendous 
scalé may be carried on, both by its own 
limited membership and, through them, by 
as many others as will: A certain portion 
of the transactions is directed to perma- 
nent investment for the sake of regular in- 
terest and dividends, but the major part is 
made with a view to changes in the “ xs»ar- 
ket ”’—which are quite as likely to result 
from manipulation as from variations in the 

“The second is that, an consequence, eim- 
ple investment becomes as dangerous for 
the untrained as tame for the expert. Ifa 
workingman were to invest in a share of 
listed stock he would not only enter a game 
but he would enter one not understood by 
him, and one in which his ignorance would 


; inevitably prove his undoing. Nor does the 
resultant ambition to win, not on deserts\ 


but on a venture, miss him in its influence. 
Whatever its other tendencies, therefore, 
the “exchange” certainly stimulates and. 
facilitates the desire to “make money” 
through another’s loss, and tends also te 
make legitimate investmeat artificially 
risky. 

in the third place, whether or not it can 
fairly be pronounced absolutely: unprdduc- 
tive, the “exchange ” is, with its armies of 
members, clerks, customers, its buildings, 
offices, banks, wires, a tremendously waste- 
ful.device for the incidental function—which 
is often falsified—of registering values. In- 
deed, the recent development whereby the 

“ventures” of certain powerful interests 
| have almost ceased to be ventures—they 
have but to concentrate upon a given prop- 
erty in order to do with it as they will—sug- 
gests that speculation may repudiate its own 
wasteful existence, as competition is de- 
etroying itself through the trusts. 

Beonomic destiny will have more to do 
with the future of speculation than will the 
direct play of conscience. The Philadelphia 
woman's scruples, however, raise a 
lenge which no sophistry can altogether s' 
lence, and upon which the trend of seats 
puts a mark of promise. Economic desting 
may enforce this verdict of conscience con- | 
cerning present day speculation. 


INGANITY INCURABLE! 

Dr. Ford Robertson, the British patholo- 
gist, contributes to the National Review 
an article in which he urges that more time 
and money ‘be devoted to studying the causes 


and cure of insanity. He holds that mental | 


diseases, at least in their earlier stages, 
are curable. Science has banished the 
ancient. idea that insanity is a mysterious 
visitation, utterly different from other dis- 
eases. Even within the last five or six years. 
the scientists’ knowledge of insanity has 
undergone a complete revolution. “ It can 
now be shown,” says Dr, Robertson, “ that 
the various forms of insanity differ in their 
nature from other diseases in no respect. 
except that of the particular tissues of 
which the functional activity is perverted 
or abolished. ‘‘Théy are bodily diseases, just. 
as truly as typhoid fever, rheumatism, or a 
fractured leg, and they have similar causes.” 
The greatest advance in this department 
of pathology has been made by Italian and 
German investigators. ~ Their work has 
demonstrated that almost all mental dis- 


j eases are the result of toxins or poisons in 


the body. -These. toxins act upon the nerve 
cells of the brain, at’ first impairing their 
action ‘and ultimately destroying the cells. 

The poisons may be introduced from’ with- 
out or may be created within the body by 
disordered organs.. The same toxin has 
different effects on different people. In- 
sanity is not inherited, but the susceptibility, 
of the nerve cells to toxins is inherited, the 
same as the color of the eyes or the shape 
‘of the nose. If the poison were removed 
or counteracted before its work had pro- 
gressed too far the patient would be cured. 

Dr. Robertson upbraids the English govern- 
ment and people because they are doing 
little or nothing to discover such a cure. 

Conditions in Great Britain and in the 
United States are practically the same in 
this respect.. The number of the insane has 
in recent years been increasing at a more 
rapid rate-than the population. The exist- 
ing asylums are full and more are constantly 
demanded. “ Modern science is emphatic 
in its declaration that by far the greater 
part of this terrible suffering is in its nature 
preventable, and, in its earlier stages, 
remediable.” 

Merely from an economic point of view 
the problem is one that calls for attention. 
The financial burden of the care of the in- 
sane in this country amounts atinually to 
many millions of dollars and it is constantly 
increasing. The enormons sums spent for 
this purpose in Great Britain are contrasted 
by Dr. Robertson with the meager amount 
spent on pfforts to discover a cure for the 


evil. The ctiticiom applies with equal force |

ITTLE HESSE, one of those diminutive 
sovereign states of Germany; which 

| were the subjects of so much satire on 
the part of Thackeray, is at present 
engaged in effecting by means of legis- 
lation » radical change in the order of suc- 
cession to its throne, It is a change identical 


with the one which, when enacted by Ger- | 


many at the time of the death of Mmperor 
Charlies VI., in 1740, without male issue, in- 
volved all Europe in war, and which, when 
effected in Spain at. the death of King Ferdi- 
nand VII., also, without male issue, in 1838, 
afflicted the Iberian Peninsula with ‘the all- 
blighting curse of Carlism. 


King Ferdinand VII. of Spain, the reigning 
Grand Duke of Hesse has no son, but @ 
daughter, and like them, too, he is resolved 
that his throne should: be inherited by that 
daughter, the Princess’ Elizabeth. ' 

While it is not probable that any great in- 
ternational. conflict will result from the suc- 
cession of the now 6-year-old Princess Bliza- 
beth to the crown of Hesse, it is quite likely 
that much ‘trouble and disturbance may de 
caused thereby as well as ilt-feelirig bet 
Berlin and St, Petersburg. . 

The ruler of Hesse is the only brother of 
the Czarina and the most intimate friend 
and chum of the Czar. Although there are 
no Princes now living of the Grand Ducal 
house of Hesse there are quite a large num- 
ber of the Princes of Hease belonging to the 
other branches of the house. There is, for 
instance, the blind Prince Alexander, who 
bears. the-title of Landgrave of Hesse. His 
younger brother, Frederick, Charles, whose 
wife has just given birth'to a second batch 
of twins, is a brothér-In-law of the Kaiser. 
Then there are Prince Ernest and Prince 
Charies of Hesse-Philipsthal, each of them | 
bachelors of over 50. » There is also old 
Prince Alexis of Hesse-Barchfeld, the di- 
vorced husband of Princess Louise of Prus- 
sia, while finally there is the now 16-year-old 
Prince Christian of Hesse-Barchfeld. 

True, it is necessary for all these Princes 


to go back to the sixteenth century to estab- | 


lish their relationship to the Grand Ducal 
house of Hesse, but according to the f y 
arrangements then made the s ving 
branches fall heir to the possessions of those 
branches which become extinct. Whether 
by the word extinction the female line, as 
well as the malé line, is meant has never 
been definitely determined. 
All the various branches of the House of 
Hesse are descended from a common @n- 
cestor—namely: Philip the Magnanimous, 
whose dominions at hie death in the six- 
teenth. century were divided up into four 
parts so that each of his four sons should 
have an equal share. These four divisions 
bore the name of Hesse-Caasel, Hesse-Mar- 
burg, Hesse-Rheinfels, and Hesse-Darm- 
stadt. Of these, the second and third lapsed 
by extinction of the line to Hesse-Casesel and 
to Hesse-Darmstadt, some of whose rulers 
subsequently formed the collateral lines of 
Hesse-Philipsthal and Hesse-Barchfeld. 
But the principle of the reversion of the. 
possessions of the branch lines when they 
became extinct to the senior of the surviv- 
ing branches or main Hnes was maintained 
throughout, and when, in March, 1866, the 
last Landgrave of the Hesse-Horburg died 
without issue his dominions were inherited 
in the ordinary course by the then reign- 
ing Grand Duke of Hesse-Darmetadt, who | 
was, however, compelled to cede them to 
Prussia in Beptember of the same year as 
a penalty for having supported Austria 
against Prussia in the so-called seven Weeks’ 
war. 
According to this custom and arrange-. 
ment, therefore, the blind Landgrave of 
Hesse, who is the senior representative of 
the Cassel branch of the Hesse family, and, 
failing him, his brother, Frederick Charlies, 
brother-in-law of the Kaiser, sheuld inherit 
the sovereignty of the Grand Duchy of Hesse, 
if women are debarred from succession ‘to 
the latter, and it is precisely the uncertainty 


that is leading the Hessian people to enact 
laws vesting the succession of the throne in 
little Princess Elizabeth. 

Grand Duke and people are of the same 
mind in the matter, and it is by virtue of the 
unanimous desire of the people that Elisa- | 
beth Is proclaimed heir to the crown, The 
Hessians entertain a bitter hatred for the 
Prussians, which neither time nor associa- 
tion has served to remove, and they will not 
hear of Prince Frederick Charles of Hesse, 
who is:not only married to the Kaiser's sis- 
ter but likewise the son of a Prussian Prin- 
cess, becoming their sovereign. 


It remains to be seen whetlier the Kaiser 
will care to intervene in behalf of Prince 


Frederick Charlies, as he did some years ‘ 


ago when his other brother-in-law, Prince 
Adolphus of Schaumberg-Lippe, seized the 
regency of the principality of Lippe on ‘the 
strength of the wil of the late and feeble- 
minded sovereign and in deflancé of the 
wishes of the people and of the legal rights 
of the next heir to the throne. It may be 
remémbered that in this case the latter, 
Count Ernest of Lippe, appealed against the 
usurpation of Prince Adolphus, and against 
the military support given thereto by the 
Kaiser to the confederation of sovereigns 
constituting the German empire, with the re- 
gult that Prince Adolphus was compelled to 
surrender the regency and the Kaiser to 
withdraw from the position that he had as- 
sumed in the matter. In fact, so unpopular 
was the interference of the Kaiser in the 
Lippe regency controversy, and-so bitter was | 
the resentment which he aroused thereby 
among the non-Prussian states of the em- 
pire, that it is doubtful whether he would 
cafe to bring such another hornets’ nest 
about his ears by taking an action in the 
matter of the Hessian succession. It might 


be different if the present ruler and his sub- /) 


ts disagreed about the matter, Butin this 
case the Grand Duke and his people are 
agreed, and this being the case there is but 
little ground for outside interference. 

If I have devoted so much space to this 
matter, it is because it is an intricate one, 
which few, even in Germany, completely 
understand, and which is likely to become 
an important subject of controversy and dis- | 
pute in Germany in near future.
